Unemployment Total Declines 
But It Still Looks Grim

OTTAWA (CP) — The number of unemployed 
fell to an estimated 448,000 in August, down 70,000 
from July, but still 40 per cent higher than a year 
ago, it was officially reported today. 


The Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics and the manpower 
department said there were 
29,000 fewer employed per- 
sons, Although a reduction of 
employment also occurred last 
midsummer, there usually is 
an expansion of ¢mployment 
at this time of year. 

There was a sharp reduc- 
tion in the total labor force. It 
dropped to 8.72 million from 
8.82 in July, 

As a percentage of the total 
labor force, the number of 
unemployed fell last month to

On the seasonally-adjusted 
basis, unemployment in 
August.was 6.7 per cent of the 
labor force, unchanged from 


July but the highest since 
early 1964. 

It was the second succes- 
sive month of decline in 
actual unemployment figures, 
while the seasonally-adjusted 
rate of umemployment rose 
from.6.1 per cent in June to 
6.7 in July, remaining there in 
August. 

For the first time, the 
report gave seasonally- 
adjusted unemployment rates 
for regions. These showed a 
drop te 8.5 per cent from 9.5

NEW YORK (AP) — Is- 
raeli Premier Golda Meir, 
arriving for urgent consul- 
tations of the Middle East 
situation, has denied a U.S. 
state department report 
that her country has vio- 
lated “some”? provisions of 
the. cease-fire. 


She told reporters at Kennedy 
International’: Airport Wednes- 
day night: “I know that Israel 
is~not guilty of some violations 
or any violations whatsoever.”” 

U.S. officials said in Washing- 
ton Wednesday that Israel had 
violated the ceasefire by con- 
ducting reconnaissance flights 
over Egypt and by strengthen- 
ing fortifications at the Suez 
canal. te 

Mrs. Meir stopped here on her 
way to Washington where; she 
will meet Friday with President 
Nixon and State Secretary Wil- 
liam Rogers. 

Asked to comment on rumors 
that Israel might soften its posi- 
tion on releasing Arab prisoners 
in view of the hostages ‘held ‘by 
guerrilla airplane hijackers, 
Mrs. Meir said: 

“I'm ‘sorry. Those who are in 
our prisons are men and women 
who have been brought to trial. 
They killed or attempted to kill 


Israelis. They have to serve 
their terms. 
“We believe that a united 


front of all the countries in- 
volved is the best way to free 
hostages and’ guarantee that 
there will be no more hostages 
in the future.”

Seattle City Light plans to 
raise the level of the.

This would flood— 
part of the Skagit Valley in 
B.C., about 90 miles east of 
Vancouver, 

The federal government 
asked the company to apply 
for a licence under the 
International River Improve- 
ments Act, which requires a 
Canadian permit for construc- 
tion on an international river. 

John Nelson, superintendent 
of lighting for the utility, said 
the company’s refusal was 
based on legal advice and the 
company would ask the U.S. 
federal power commission for 
permission to go ahead. | 

Ken Farquharson of Van- 
couver, a spokesman for a 
Canadian group fighting the 
project, appealed to Ottawa 
to act quickly and hold public 
hearings.

The Economics of Parole 


TATISTICS ON THE EMPLOY- 
ment.and earnings of paroled 
prisoners in Canada-~ cast an 
interesting light on the economic 
advantages of a system of super- 
vised freedom for selected prisoners. 
The statistics are not precise. They 
serve, however, to indicate the 
substantial savings this county may 
adhieve through the parole system, 
along ‘with the rehabilitative effects 
on the individuals concerned. 

In May, some of Canada’s 3,376 
paroled prisoners were out of work, 
some were*in schoo! or taking 
training. But those who had jobs 
edrned $925,808, or about $405 
each, that month. In Victoria, the 
figures were slightly better. Of 68 

er supervision, 49, or 72 per 
cent, earned $22,430, or about $458 
each on average—and this despite 
the strikes and lockouts. during 
May. According to one calculation, 
earnings by parolees throughout 
Canada for the full year should 
réach $12 millions. 

.© This is only one portion of the 
picture. According to a statement in 
Hansard last February, the cost of 
keeping an inmate in a penitentiary 
amounted ‘to $6,654.

Fail- 
ure of the -parole~system was 
_reported during the 12 months in 
only 7 per cent of ‘Victoria cases, a 
rate substantially below the 12 per 
cent national average. It should also. 
be noted that failure rates usually 
increase at the conclusion of the 
parole, when supervision is with- 
drawn. 

Despite these qualifications, the 
system seems to be working with 
reasonable effectiveness. More men 
are being helped back to society 
and-—-good -citizenship, and the 
method is easing the burden on the 
taxpayers.

Ottawa has _ been vaoneni= 
summoning the provinces to greater 
effort at more meetings both of 
ministers and officials. < 
Mr. Bourassa, the new Quebec 


premier, has been saying much the same 
thing but with greater urgency. The last 
provincial election demonstrated, he 
argues, that Quebec wants a “new. 
federal contract.” For him, at least, “‘it 
is obvious that the present structures of 
the Canadian federation are ill-suited to 
our requirements.” It is necessary ‘“‘to 
conscript our energies in record time to 
arrive quickly at concrete solutions . . .”’ 
“Our Quebec fellow citizens will not 
tolerate any longer either the excessive 
slowness of the revision procedure of our 
constitution, or the lingering chaos which 
stems from it.” 


Quebec View Only 


This view of the constitution and its 
preserit effects seems to be limited to 


Quebecs Several provinces have constitu- 
tional Brevagss (losuall related to 


taxation) which ‘they are prepared, with 
little or no prodding, to expound. Others 


(notably Saskatchewan and Newfound- -- 


land) are well enough satisfied with the 
British North America Act to regard 
with ill-disguised impatience the amount 
of time being expended in constitutional 
Teview 

From this standpoint, there is much 
logic in the proposal advanced Monday 
by Mr. Robarts, and, in effect, endorsed 
by Mr. Thatcher. The Ontario premier 
(without much applause from Saskatche- 
wan) argues that the method followed 
has been very helpful especially in 
clearing the atmosphere. Unhappily — 
and this point Mr. Thatcher heavily 
underlines — there has been a “‘lack of 
tangible progress.'’ Urgent matters 
ought not to be delayed until everything 
is agreed; therefore, “‘let us act together 
when we agree together and not await 
the one grand day of wholesale constitu- 
tional change — a day which, in any 
event, is not likely to come about soon." 

In other words Mr. Robarts is now for 
a new, more selective approach. He 
would give immediate priority to an 
amending formula, an improved version 
of Fulton-Favreau, seeking this through 
specific amendment. Then, if there is 
consensus on the spending power, he 
would favor a change in the written 
constitution to incorporate what is 
agreed, without delaying everything until 
accord extends to the entire reform 
package. 


Different Argument 


Obviously this argument is sharply at 
variance ‘with the . Quebee~ thesis, 
although Mr. Robarts and Mr. Bourassa 
do appear to agree that the search for 
practical solutions to problems through 
the establishment of better  iriter- 
governmental machinery and improved 
consultation need not await formal 
change, There seems also to be a clear 
divergencé between Mr. Bourassa’s 
emphasis on the ‘‘new federal contract’ 
and Mr. Thatcher’s insistence that “we 
should build on the present constitution.” 

There is another argument, almost 
never conceded in these talks, for a 
selective approach. This is that it is not 
enough for the 11 governments to agree 
on what is constitutionally desirable and 
to set.at out in legal form. They must 
also, once this is done, sell their 
proposals to the public im each of the 
provinces. Fulton-Favreau fell because 
Mr. Lesage despaired of selling it to 
Quebeé voters. But that formula, com- 
Plicated as it was, dealt with a single 
subject\( to which delegation was said to 


be related). The, larger the package 
placed before the public, the greater will 
be the number of possible targets for 
criticism. Substantial opposition to any 
single proposal could doom the entire 
project. 

On the other hand, the number of 
agreed proposals which can in practice 
be disentangled from the mass may be 
found to be relatively few. 

Apart from- the difference over 
method, the most interesting develop- 
ment on Monday was Mr. Bourassa’s 
reformulation of Quebec’s demands. The 
change of tone from Union National days 
was marked, Mr. Bourassa being the 
advocate of ‘true economic federalism.” 
There are also important. changes of 
substance. Thus, it is clear from Mr. 
Bourassa’s brief that» Quebec will not 
Press for the acceptance of its original, 
highly controversial and manifestly 
unattainable propositions on the 
monarchy, parliamentary government, 
the official name of the federation, the 
existence of two nations and the right to 
self-determination. It is not interested, 
as the premier rather oddly puts it, “in 
starting a quarrel around words or 
symbols.” 

Secondly, and this is a most 
important gain for Mr. Trudeau, the new 
Quebec government favors the adoption 
of a constitutional charter of human 
rights binding alike on the federal and 
provincial governments. 

On other matters, though, Mr. 
Bourassa seems.to be defending with 
milder words positions already taken by 
his predecessors. Quebec, as Mr. John- 
son used to say, must be ‘‘in a position 
to ensure that conditions will favor the 


flowering of the French ‘fact...’ This 
Means maximum use of its existing 
jurisdiction plus ‘‘the exercise of certain 
powers which will increase the effective- 
ness and. radiance of its linguistic 
personality,”” 

Plainly. there is difficult ground 
ahead for Quebec wishes to be able to 
participate in the formulation of policies 
(monetary policy, fiscal policy, trade 
policy including customs duties, com- 
munications policy, immigration, and 
external relations which have been 
effectively controlled by the federal 
government.) 


Not Too Specific 


Mr. Bourassa was not too specific and 
has promiséd to clarify his propositions. 
His brief appears, however, to raise the 
old question: who speaks for Quebevers? 
The prime minister has argued forcefully 
that Quebec participates now through 
her strong representation in the federal 
cabinet. Mr. Bennett has, indeed, 
complained recently that Quebec over- 
participates. 

But although Quebec governments 
come and go, all apparently cherish the 
conviction that the authentic voice of the 
province can only be expressed through 
a government in Quebec City. Other 
premiers often speak in the same way 
but they do not proceed from an article 
of faith rooted in the French fact. ‘The 
difference does not necessarily make for 
discord in everyday federal-provincial 
relations but it is certainly a major 
barrier to agreement at a continuing 
conference charged with revision of the 
Canadian ‘Constitution.

Sewage Disposal 

In the lull on the Macaulay Point 
Sewage outfall project, may I make a 
last minute appeal to the Capital District 
Regional Council; to change its policy 
from sea-disposal to land disposal of our 
sewage? 

Our engineers are perfectly com- 
petent to do the job the community calls 
on them to do. But the recent’ picture of 
the long pipes brings sadness to think 
that this engineering effort is to end in 
futility as an answer to our problem. 

The bacterial problem may likely be 
taken care of by long outfalls, but I 
submit this is not the main problem any 
longer. 

The main problem is the pouring of 
nutrients into any waters, 
coming from sewage, phosphate deter- 
gents and fertilizers from our soils. 
Besides wasting them, when they could 
fertilize our land by underground irriga- 
tion, this also incidentally saving a lot of 
our summer water supply, in maintain- 
ing ground water levels, we are creating 
too much stimulant to oxygen-consuming 
growth in the seas, and also feeding 
disease bacteria which feed on the 
sewage and nutrients and which multiply 
to kill our coastal shellfish, as is 
happening now with oysters and clams in 
Puget Sound. It will not be long until the 
bactria spread to the waters of Georgia 
Strait and our own. 

Our present ‘‘waste”’ philosophy Is not 
a viable philosophy. Only that of 
returning our waste to the soil can be 
such—Harold T. Allen; 2140 Kings. 


U.S. and Israel: A Reversal of Roles 


By Frank Mankiewicz and Tom Braden 


RIME Minister Golda Meir has pre- 
pared a very tough line for her 
meeting with President Nixon and it is 
one which puts the President in an 
embarrassing position. 

The line Mrs. Meir will give to Mr. 
Nixon is, in effect, the Nixon line—the 
line of the cold war, of antiCommunism, 
of Russian expansionism — of “‘negotia- 
tion from strength.”’ It-is a line which 
made Richard Nixon a congressman of 
note, and a senator, and contributed to 
the fact that he is president of the United 
States. 

It is not a line which Richard Nixon 
as president wishes to follow right now, 
for three compelling reasons. 

First, the president is anxious. to 
bring at least the appearance of peace to 
the Middle East, and he is persuaded 
that the way to do this is to keep Israel’s 
feet to the fire. He knows as well as 
Mrs. Meir that the Egyptians have 
cheated during the truce by advancing

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missile sites and even by bringing in new 
missiles, but he does not agree with 
Mrs. Meir that Israel is any worse off as 
a result than she would have been had 
there been no cease-fire. 

U.S. diplomatic intelligence sources 
are convinced that while the missile 
installations are a violation of the cease- 
fire, they do no more than cohfirm an 
Israeli military position that. was 
deteriorating before the cease-fire and 
would have continued to deteriorate had 
there been none. There might have been 
more planes shot down — on both sides 
— but the Soviet missiles would have 
gone in eventually, it is argued. 

Second, the president has gone_to 
enormous trouble to persuade Russia: to 
bring Egypt to the peace talks. Mr. 
Nixon was able to do so in part at least 
because he had hard evidence that China 
was lending every possible encourage- 
ment to Arab guerrillas. The Soviet 
Union has been successful in keeping

Nasser in a negotiating mood, and 
expects the president to produce Israel 
as a quid-pro-quo, 

Third, there are the upcoming con- 
gressional elections in which Republican 
prospects will obviously be better served 
if they can go before the country as 
representatives. of ‘the party which 
brought peace to the Middle East. 


Moreover, Arab-Israeli talks would 
not — in the Adrhinistration’s view — 
threaten an increased Soviet presence in 
the Middle East, whereas a breakdown 
in ‘the talks would ensure such an 
increase. For all these reasons, Presi 
dent Nixon has dropped the cold war 
role, at the very time that Golda Meir 
has adopted it, 


American Pattern 


Time was when Mrs. Meir’s govern- 
ment relied for U.S. support on 
essentially moral grounds. Israel pic- 
tured herself — quite accurately — as a 
beleaguered miniature of America itself, 
possessed of the same beliefs in 
democracy"and in the Western tradition 
of the ultimate value of the individual. 


But Israel's principal argument has 
shifted to a cold war line. The necessity 
to halt Communist expansion and take a 
hard “law-and-order” line have become 
the chief arguments. This theme is made 
easier by three years of experience as an 
occupation power — an experience which 
has enabled Israel’s ambassador here to 
refer unblushingly to Palestinian Arabs 
as “these people.” 

It is a major shift, and like Mr. 
Nixon's shift, it, too, rests on a rational 
ground. To*Israel, this war is a war of 
survival, and no advantage can be lightly 
abandoned. That is why Mrs. Meir is 
taking the line that her country will not 
resume peace talks until the status quo 
ante has been restored along the cease- 
fire line. 

The confrontation is ironic, .and it 
cannot escape the attention of Israel that 
it is the hero of the cold war and the 
Silent Majority who are now suggesting 
that Israel “bug out" and that Golda 
Meir become the first Israeli prime 
minister to “‘preside over a defeat.”

It is probably no acci- 
dent that the spectacular 
hijacking episode co- 
incided both with an in- 
cipient civil war situation 
in Jordan and with a 
wider crisis in the Middle 
East created by the 
American-initiated moves 
towards peace talks be- 
tween Egypt, Jordan and 
Israel, accepted by Presi- 
dent Nasser and King 
Hussein. : 


For ‘clearly part of the 
purpose of the Popular Front 
for the Liberation of Pales- 
tine, whose commandos were 
responsible for the hijacking, 
is to torpedo the peace talks, 
to foree King Hussein's 
government either to abandon 
the peace plan or surrender 
power and to seize the 
initiative from Al Fatah 
(Palestine Liberation Move- 
ment), the main guerrilla 
organisation. The. Fatah, 
while denouncing the peace 
plan, has adopted a more 
cautious wait-and-see policy 
towards King Hussein and 
President Nasser. 


Smal! Groups 


The Popular Front is the 
biggest of several small ex- 
tremist groups who operate 
mostly independently of the 
main Palestine guerrilla or- 
ganisation, the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation, 
which is dominated by Al 
Fatah, One estimate puts the 
membership of the PFLP at 
about 1,000 activists with 
another 2,000 or 3,000 sup- 
porters. Al Fatah’'s strength 
has been variously estimated 
at between 8,000 and 15,000 
armed guerrillas but it has 
political support from the 
majority of militant Pales- 
tinian nationalists. 


Risk Own Lives 


What draws a girl like Leila 
Khaled into ‘the Popular 
Front? What moves her to 
risk her own life and threaten 
that of hundreds of others? 
She is no doubt inspired by 
the same national devotion to 
an ideal and by the fire of 
righteous indignation that has 
moved political terrorists 
throughout history, tcluding 
the young men and women of 
the Jewish terrorist organisa- 
tions, such as the Irgun Zvai 
Leumi and Stern Group, who 
fought against the British and 
the Arabs to establish the 
State of Israel. 

This feeling of intense emo- 
tional and intellectual con- 
viction quite commonly goes 
together with an apparent

calmness and ruthlessness in 
action. But Leila Khaled is 
also typical in several ways of 


the Palestine Revolution’ in 

particular. 
Well-Educated 

She is young and well- 


educated, a 24-year-old school 
teacher who studied at the 
American University in 
Beirut and then worked in 
Kuwait, the rich oil sheikdom 
where many Palestinian 
exiles found jobs and one of 
the places where the founda- 
tions of the new Palestinian 
national movement were laid. 


Educated young people 
among the Palestine exiles, 
as often from middle class 
families as from the poorer 
refugees in the camps, are 
prominent in the -guerrilla 
movement — the Palestinians 
claim to be the best educated 
among the Middle East Arabs 
with some 60,000 university 
graduates out of a population 
of 2,500,000. 


As a woman guerrilla she is 
also typical of one of the most 
striking aspects of the Pales- 
tine revolution, the newly 
active role of women in a 
society in which traditionally 
they have been secluded from 
public life, Now women can 


* 


be ‘seen in the ranks of 
commandos and of the armed 
militia that guard buildings 
and refugee camps behind the 
lines in Jordan. 


But what does “Palestine” 
mean for someone like Leila 
Khaled? It means just what 
“England’’ would mean for an 
Englishwoman if her family 
had been driven out together 
with millions of others by an 
immigrant people who had 
taken over and established 
their own state in two-thirds 
of the country and had then in 
a victorious war occupied the 
remaining third, while the 
dispossessed were scattered 
round in Scotland, Wales and 
Ireland, kept by force of 
arms from returning to their 
former homes. 


Unheeding World 


If it appeared that this 
were made possible by finan- 
cial and military support 
coming from other countries, 
such as the United States, to 
the dispossessors, then it 
would not be surprising if the 
dispossessed regarded the 


.people of these countries as 


partly responsible for their 
plight. 

No doubt Leila Khaled 
would seek to justify her part 


~ Inspired by National Devotion’ 


in the hijacking by claiming 
that only by such desperate 
means can the Palestinians 
bring home to an unheeding 
world that they are victims 
whose voice is once more in 
danger of being disregarded 
because it is inconvenient for 
other people to seek a serious 
remedy for their complaint. 


Other Palestinian national- 
ists, while sharing Leila 
Khaled’s feelings, would con- 
sider her actions as 
irresponsible and damaging to 
their cause at a time when 
the Palestinians are trying to 
persuade world opinion to 
take them seriously as a 
mature national community 
capable of running their own 
affairs. in a civilized way if 
given the chance to do so. 


Blown Up in Air 


Three other small guerrilla 
groups have been previously 
involved in aircraft incidents. 
The PFLP (General Com- 
mand) which broke- away 
from the Popular Front about 
18 months ago under the 
leadership of Major Ahmed 
Jibreel, a. former officer of 
the Syrian army, is believed 
to have been responsible for 
the sabotage of the Swiss 
Coronado aircraft blown up in 
the air last February. The 
attack at Athens airport 
which led to jail sentences for 
three attackers was the work 
of the Action Organization for 
the Liberation of Palestine, 
while the. attack on the 
Munich airport was carried 
out by another splinter group, 
the Palestine Popular 
Struggle Front. 


Equal Rights 


Apart from Al Fatah, the 
other two most important 
guerrilla groups are the 
Saigqa, military arm of the 
Syrian Baathist (pan-Arab 
Socialist) party, and the 
Palestine Democratic Front, 
led by a Palestinian Christian 
Arab, Naif Hawatmeh, which 
is another left-wing break- 
away from the Popular Front. 


What is the relation of the 
Popular Front with the Fatah 
and with Arab governments? 
The Popular Front and the 
Fatah sometimes co-operate 
militarily in the field but not 
politically. Although the main 
purpose of:the Popular Front 
is the same as that of the 
Fatah, the ‘‘liberation of 
Palestine’’ which means for 
them the replacement of the 
present states of Israel and 
Jordan (or part of it) by a 
United Palestinian state in 
which Muslims, Christians 
and Jews have equal rights— 
it differs from the Fatah in 
its origins, tactics, ideology 
and to some éxtent its aims. 

The Fatah began as a small 
nucleus of revolutionary guer- 
rillas, some of them former 
Muslim Brothers and Baath- 
ists, who believed that Egypt

Anyone with the luck to have been born 
in Stratford and to have lived in 
Elizabethan London could, with a 


little effort, have written those plays. 


What, after all, is so excellent about 
writing, ‘To be or not to be?”’ Besides, 
there are many absurdities and plot 
inconsistencies in King Lear. 

But this great cathedral is a weight 
to crush the strongest ego. Suppose, for 
example, that one day the Bishop of 
London, or whoever is in charge of the 
chureh building program, should call 
him in and order him to build a new 
cathedral. 

There he would be in the papers next 


a 


morning, smiling into flashbulbs under 
héadlines stating that he had beaten 
Christopher Wren out of the contract. 
Now what? What is the first thing a 
man does when he sets out to build a 
cathedral? Should he do freehand 
drawings of some ‘arches? Or think 
about doing something unprecedented 
with the tired old flying buttresses? 

It would probably be best to feel his 
way along cautiously, perhaps spending 
the first year or so buying a great deal 
of blue paper and white ink. (Do they 
really use white ink on blueprints; and 
if so, why?) Should no ideas occur in the 
meantime, the blue paper could always 
be scrapped and press notices issued to 
the effect that cathedral would be 
designed on revolutionary, new green 
paper with red ink. 

Sooner or later, however, it would be 
necessary to take action. When this 
moment threatened, the wise course 
would probably be a trip to Italy. There 
are a lot of ideas to be had about 
cathedrals for the traveler who keeps 
his eyes open in Italy.

Conversely, they see the

But in approaching _ this 


and social | 
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double aim of Palestinian and 
Arab liberation, political and 
social, the Fatah and left- 
wing groups like the Popular 
Front have different tactics 
and priorities. 


The Fatah puts the Pales- 
tine struggle first and sub- 
ordinates all other ideological 
issues to it. It embodies a 
broad spectrum of ideologies. 
If it has one common factor it 
is both anti-imperialist and 
anti-Communist. Fatah is not 
concerned to destroy or, 
undermine Arab governments 
in order to spread revolution. 


Cause a Break 


It sees the revolutionary 
role of the Palestinians as 
that of pace-makers but 
accepts co-operation with 
existing Arab governments, 
including that of King Hussein 
of, Jordan, provided they do 
not impede or attack the 
guerrillas. It seeks- to bring 
about a break between Israel 
and its Western supporters, 
chiefly by persuading Western 
opinion and» by military and 
propaganda pressure on the 
Israeli society to change from 
within. 

The Fatah also believes in 
concentrating guerrilla opera- 
tions against Israel, primarily 
against the Israeli army and 
material installations, rather 
than indiscriminate, terrorism 
against civilians. 


It has denounced hijacking 
and other forms, of terrorism 


outside Israel and the ocgu- 
pied territories, Most of .the 
Fatah leaders are Western- 
educated and see their future 
as linked with the Western 
world though they are ready 
to accept help from Com- 
munist countries. 


The Popular Front, on the 
other hand, regards the 
spread of revolution through 
the Arab world as an integral 
part of the Palestine revolu- 
tion and both movements as 
part of a worldwide revolu- 
tionary struggle of a Third 
World Marxist-Leninist type 
of which “Western Imperial- 
ism’’ is the general enemy. 


It is ready to attack targets 
in Western countries which 
are seen as supporters of or 
sympathisers_ with Israel: It 
writes off Western public 
opinion as irrevocably hostile 
to the Arabs and sympathetic 
to Israel. It devotes more 
attention to political organisa- 
tion in the Arab countries, 
especially among Palestinians 
in the refugee camps and in 
the occupied territories, than 
to military operations against 
Israel. 


Attract Recruits 


By the spectacular nature of 
its actions it seeks to win 
leadership away from the 
Fatah, and attract recruits 
impressed by its daring, its 
defiance of the Western 
Powers and its independence 
from Arab governments. 


The Popular Front’s leader 
is-a Palestinian, Dr. George 
Habash, of Christian origin 
and now a Marxist. He is 44 
years of age and, like many 
others in the Palestine and 
guerrilla leadership, a gradu- 
ate of the American Uni- 
versity in Beirut. He is a 
calm, strong-faced man, who 
lived for many years 
underground, hinted by Arab™ 
governments, especially that 
of Jordan. 


Provoke Showdown 


His critics in the Fatah and 
other guerrilla groups regard 
him as irresponsible and an 
opportunist. Hitherto he has 
had support from the Baathist 
regime in Iraq, but’ the 
Baghdad government which! 
at first praised the latest 
hijacking later called on the 
Popular Front to release the 
hostages. 

Both the Popular-Front and 
Fatah are opposed to the 
American peace plan for talks 
between Egypt, Jordan and 
Israel which was accepted by 
President Nasser and King 
Hussein. But whereas the 
Fatah appeared anxious to 
wait and see how the peace 
talks progressed before risk- 
ing an open break with Egypt 
and the Jordan government, 
the Popular Front seemed to 
be ready to provoke a show- 
down now with Hussein and 
force a revolutionary situation 
in Jordan,

Recording Depreciation. 


(This is a service of the 
Times and of the Institute of 


and liabilities are stated at 
their current value. For 
example, accourits receivable 
are shown with an appro- 
priate allowance for doubtful 
collection to reveal the cur- 
rent collectible value; and 
inventories are shown at the 
lower of cost or net realizable 
value so as to exclude any 
unrealized profit or price 
increase, and to ensure that a 
provision is deducted for 
obsolete, unsaleable stock. 

Long term assets such as 
land, buildings, and equip- 
ment are normally stated at 
osiginal cost regardless of 
current value. Such fixed 
assets are not intended to be 
sold in the ordinary trading of 
the next business cycle, there- 
fore the current value is not 
of immediate concern. 


REGULAR BASIS 

Fixed assets, other than 
land, are subject to deprecia- 
Eventually, even the 
most stable asset will wear 
out or suffer from technical 
obsolescence so that it has 
little value except for its 
scrap materials. Therefore, 


| the accepted accounting 


treatment is to record this 
depreciation on a_ regular 
basis and to show the cumula- 
tive figure as a— deduction 
from the cost of the depre- 
ciable assets. 

This net value after depre- 
ciation does not necessarily 
represent the fair market 
price of the residual value 
left in the asset. Sometimes, 
particularly with buildings, 
this remaining portion of the 
original cost is so far at 
variance from market value 
that it seriously distorts the 
balance sheet and leads the 


reader to incorrect judg- 
ments. Then it may be 
reasonable to re-state the 


values of all fixed assets at 
appraised value. 

However, when as appraisal 
is recorded it is essential to 
reveal the fact and particu- 
larly to show the date of the 
appraisals. The increase in 


value must then be shown as 
a separate figure’ in. the 
owner’s equity section of the 
balance sheet so that the two 
sides continue to balance. 

It is seldom practical to 
appraise all fixed assets each 
year and the usual procedure 
is to show subsequent pur- 
chases of fixed assets at cost 
and to go on recording 
depreciation upon a- regular 
rate based upon the appraised 
value and upon the subse 
quent additions at cost. 

The depreciation recorded 
each year is charged as an 
expense against thé earnings 
for the year because the 
business, in effect, used up a 
portion of the original cost of 
the assets in the course of the 
operations. 

SAME CONTROVERSY 

There is some controversy 
regarding where the expense 
for depreciation upon 
appraised values should be 
charged. It is not really any

generally deducted from the 
separate extra value which 
was added to the owner’s 
equity section when the 
appraisal was set up and not 
charged against the earnings 
for the year.

Private Operators 
Angry, Frustrated 


Nursing home operators reacted today with 
anger and frustration to an announcement by Re- 
habilitation Minister Phil Gaglardi that they will be 
forced to accept welfare patients. 


Gaglardi said acceptance of welfare patients 
would become a condition of licencing of private 
hospitals. He was addressing a seminar on welfare at 
the annual convention of the B.C. Union of Municipal- 


ities at Penticton. 


Neil de Macedo, a director 
of the B.C. Association of 
Private Hospitals, called the 
announcement “another one 
of the government’s antics.” 


“Tt amounts to dictating to 
private enterprise,” de 
Macedo said, “something that 
could be expected in some 
other country, like Russia.” 


De Macedo, operator of 
Aberdeen Private Hospital on 


Hillside, said he was certain 
all nursing homes would be 
willing to accept welfare 
patients if the province would 
pay the home’s normal rate, 
about $11 a day. 

This compares with a per 
diem patient cost of $58 at 
public hospitals, 

The government now offers 
$3.25 per day to private 
hospitals which will accept 
welfare patients. 


Half of Patients on Welfare 


“The government could 
Save more than $40 per 
patient per day for the 
taxpayers, but they won't,” 
de Macedo said. “They con- 
sider us (nursing home gpera- 
tors) money-grabbing oppor- 
tunists."” 

Most private hospitals now 
have as many as half of their 
patients on welfare. 


Some homes won't accept 
patients already on welfare, 
but if the patients are forced 
to join the welfare rolls while 
they are in the~“home, “‘we 
don’t kick them out,” said 
Edna Vinden of. Glengarry 
Private Hospital. 

Of 75 patients at Glengarry, 
28 now are on welfare. 

Jon Parker. of Glenwarren 
Private Hospital: said the 
government action “goes 
against the concept of private 
enterprise.” 

He said firms like his would 
be forced to close or take 
court action to protect their 
livelihoods. 

In Vancouver, Lora 
Shields, an executive of the 
Association of Private Hospi- 
tals, called the Gaglardi plan 
“simply ridiculous.” 

“The-government wouldn’t 
walk into the Empress Hotel 
and tell them whom they 
could accept as guests,” Mrs. 
Shields said. 

She noted that other prov- 
inces take a “more realistic’ 
view of subsidies for welfare 
patients. The Ontario fate is 
$12 per day. 


Gaglardi said regulations 
governing acceptance of 
welfare patients would be 
proclaimed by next Thursday. 

He also rapped municipal 
welfare administrators for the 
“looseness” of their adminis- 
tration in distributing welfare 
cheques too liberally. 

He rejected a suggestion by 
Victoria Mayor Courtney 
Haddock that increased funds 
for welfare use be raised by 
increases in gasoline and sales 
taxes,

Former Alderman, MLA,

Dr, Joseph Douglas Hunter, 
one of Victoria’s pioneers and 
one of its ablest aldermen and 
MLAs, died Wednesday in his

OUTDOOR SCENE 


By Barry M. Thornton 


Winter steelhead anglers shdéii]d now begin 
planning and preparing for what promises to be an 
excellent season. Angler success during the summer 
and fall coho is the major indication of winter 
steelhead success. The parallel is drawn because of 
the almost identical life histories of the coho and 


steelhead. 


As fry, both spend the first 
years of their lives in their 
native stream, They migrate 
to salt water late in their 
second year during the high 
waters of April ‘and May 
During their two-year stay in 
salt water the rich ocean feed 
gives them their trophy 
weights, Their two-year fresh 
water nursery however, deter- 
mines the limits of their 
population. It is in the stream 
that the critical factors of 
habitat, the temperature, 
feed, floods and pollution, that 
determines future angling 
success, 

Coho fishing this year has 
been outstanding prompting 
most steelhead anglers to 
predict an equally excellent 
winter steelhead year. 

Summer-run steelhead are 
beginning to peak in the San 
Juan-Harris Creek system, 


the Stamp-Ash system, and 
the Goid-Hebber system. The 
numbers of summer-run fish 
in these streams continues to 
increase during the fall reach- 
ing a major run of summer or 
early winter steelhead during 
the latter part of October and 
early November. The winter 
season usually begins in 
December with early runs of 
fish in most streams. 

During the fall, steelheaders 
are generally preparing and 
repairing equipment for the 
winter season. Paramount at 
this time of the year is the 
preparation of bait. 

It is well known that a 
cluster of salmon eggs or roe 
ia the most consistantly suc- 
cessful t for winter steel- 
head. At. this time when 
salmon fishing is reaching its 
peak and the salmon caught 
are ripe with roe, bait should 
be prepared. 


Many arguements are 
raised over the deadliness of 
roe. Some claim that eggs

EQUIPMENT NEEDED: A 
medium sized mixing bowl; a 
very sharp knife; a box of 
commercial laundry borax; a 
cutting board; pint containers 
or plastic freezer bags. 

UROCEDURE: Take “your 
skein of roe and lay it on the 
cutting board so that the loose 
section of eggs is on the 
board. With your knife cut the 
skein into two halves, length- 
ways, Take one half of the 
skein and lay it on the board 
with the membrane on the 
board and the open eggs 
facing up. Start from the 
thick end and cut the skein 
of eggs into half or one ‘inch 
sections, 

While you are cutting you 
wil_notice that the skein has 
smaller membrances with 
clusters of eggs that are in 
distinct layers. Lay each 
stialler membrane down and 
cut. the main membrane on 
the board. Cutting in this 
fashion will ensure that your 
eggs will stay in a cluster. 

When you have finished 
cutting the skein pour a 
shallow layer of borax in your 
mixing bowl, Place a number 
of.zoe cuts on the borax and 
then pour a liberal amount of 
borax on top. Mix well until

Science Council 
Backs Short 
Takeoff Plane

> YELLOWKNIFE, 
N.W.T. (CP) — The Sci- 
ence Council of Canada was 
putting finishing touches 
today on a proposal that 
Canada devote a major ef- 
fort to the design and con- 
struction of a transporta- 
tiont system based on short- 
takeoff - and -landing  air- 
craft and related naviga- 
tion and air traffic control. 


Dr. O. M. Solandt, council 
chairman, said the council, 
meeting here as part of an arc- 
tic tour, is just about decided on 
making such a recommendation 
to the federal government, 

He envisages “a major pro- 
gram of research and develop- 
ment leading to production and 
use of a complete short take- 
off-and-landing aircraft and sys- 
tem.,”’ 

The proposal has been under 
study by the council's transpor- 
tation committee which has 
placed a recommendation be- 
fore the council that it be given 
backing in a report to the fed- 
eral government. 

Dr. Solandt said a complete 
STOL (short takeoff and-land- 
ing) system including naviga- 
tional and air traffic control 
features ‘“‘would be a solution to 
the problem of transportation’’ 
between cities such as Montreal 
and Toronto in high-density rib- 
bons of population. 


WOULD SUIT NORTH 


“Tt also would.produce an air- 
eraft particularly suitable for 
many of the problems of the 
north and it seems to be a field 
specially suitable for Canadian 
expenditure." 

Council members have been 
given first-hand evidence of the 
advantages of STOL aircraft 
during their northern tour which 
began last weekend, Many per- 
sons with whom they have come 
in contact have highly praised 
the Otter, a STOL plane, which 
one—oil_company---officer—told 
them earlier this week is begin- 
ning to revolutionize arctic 
transportation, 


Dr. Solandt said Canada has a 
|technical lead over other coun- 
jtries in STOL aircraft such as 
|the Otter. Not only would devel- 
opment of a STOL system bene- 
fit the north and solve the cen- 
jtral Canada _ transportation 
|problem but it held promise of 
| being a money-earner in export 
|markets, 

The Otter is a de Havilland 
aircraft product. Dr. Solandt is 
a former de Havilland vice- 
| president of research. 


WILL SEEK COMMITTEE 


At sessions Wednesday, the 
science council decided to ask a 

cial committee on the envi- 
ronment whether a new study 
needs to be launched in this 
area. 

The privy council office and 
the energy, mines and resources 
department have just completed 
several environmental studies 
and there have been reports the 
} government may ask parliament 
|to legislate into being an envi- 
ronmental council, 


The science council commit- 
tee was asked to take a look at 
these studies and also to define 
the term environment so that at 
its November session it can de- 
cide whether to make a major 
study. 

Dr. Solandt said he’ personally 
believes ‘“‘we should see if we 
can evolve a better mechanism 
to co-ordinate the attack on en- 
vironmental problems.” 

It was possible the science 
council could. look more. objec- 
tively than other studies at this 
question, 

Dr. Sdlandt said the organiza- 
tions involved in examination 
and preservation of the environ- 
ment must be. better co-ordi- 
nated and the import problems 
identified so that action can be 
taken. 


PROBLEMS MANAGEABLE 


He maintained that most, if 
not all, the environmental prob- 
lems are manageable. What 
was needed was recognition that 
the decisions about the environ- 
ment will always involve com- 
promises, 

A perfect example was the 
miles of scismic lines cut across 
the Arctic by oil exploration 
crews which disturb the insula- 
tion above the permafrost, grad- 
ually creating deep gullies that 
among other things, effect 
movement of wildlife. 

Dr, Solandt said that these 
lines have been cut indiscrimi- 
nately but, with proper organi- 
zation, not nearly so many need 
be done to find promising oil 
deposits, 

In considering its own envi- 
ronmental study, the council 
was aware of a need for.consid- 
erable contribution from social 
Scientists since environmental 
problems, especially in the cit- 
jes, were essentially sociologi- 
cal," 

He said he believes social sci- 
entigts would be ready to partic- 
ipate with the science council 
which is predominantly com- 
posed of men trained in the nat- 
ural sciences. 

Dr, Gabriel Filteau is chair- 
man of the council environmen- 
tal committee and Dr. Peter 
Larkin, director of the institute 
of environmental studies, Uni- 
versity of British Columbia, has 
been invited ‘to be vicechair- 
man.

Bourassa 
Claims Win; 
Will Quebecers?

OTTAWA (CP) — Que- 
bec Premier Robert Bour- 
assa returns to his home 
province today claiming 
success at his first, consti- 
tutional conference and at 
Wednesday’s federal - pro- 
vincial conference on non- 
constitutional matters, 


Whether ‘Quebecers will see 
the results of Mr. Bourassa’s 
work the same way is another 
matter, 

The 37-y e a r-old economist 

who came to power in the April 
19 general elections was re- 
ceived enthusiastically by Can- 
ada’s other first’ ministers for 
his conciliatory approach a tthe 
talks, but they were less excited 
by his proposals. 
‘ For the second straight day 
one of his main proposals put 
aside by. his counterparts in 
favor of matters which they feel 
are more pressing. 

The Quebec premier proposed 
the creation of a federal stabili-| 
zation fund to help provinces 
such as his own which have 
higher unemployment, The plan 
calls for loans and grants to be 
paid out of federal tax revenues 
to be spent as the province in-| 
volved decides. | 
OTHERS CAUTIOUS 

Although he told reporters 
“several other premiers ac- 
cepted the idea,’ that accept- 
ance was more cautiously ex-| 
pressed by the other premiers} 
themselves. 

A statement issued by the 
first ministers at the end of the 
conference said that, while 
some found the proposal “‘of 
special interest,’ others spoke 
of “the totality of resources al-| 
ready being redistributed from} 
the higher-income to the lower-| 
income regions.”’ ] 

Premier John Robarts of On-| 
tario described it as another| 
form of “the equalization pro-| 
grams already in existence, He 
asked: “Isn't it time we took a 
look at the total effect on the 
total .country of these trans- 
fers?” 

Mr. Bourassa defended the 
proposal as one way of fighting 
regional economic disparities, a 
campaign to which all Canadian 
governments were committed, | 
and mentioned federal govern- 
ment spending as another 
means.

Mr. Bourassa also did not re- 
ceive a clear answer to his re- 
quest for the re-imbursement of 
$236,000,000 his government esti- 
mates has been paid out by 
Quebecers under the two-per- 
cent social development surtax 
on personal income.

VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
controversial British Colum- 
bia Mediation Commission 
ordered its first binding 
settlement in private industry 
Wednesday, setting terms of 
a new contract between the 
Teamsters Union and three 
Vancouver-area cement com- | 
panies.

. All over Europe and 
America the fashion wise are 
talking about ‘“‘double-face.”’ 
The wild enthusiasm is for 
the marvelous two-layered 
-fabrics with two right sides, 
“no wrong side, Each side is 
distinctly different from its 
counterpart by way of color, 
texture or design and turn- 
sabout is fair play, because 
‘this fabric begs to be made 
‘reversible. 


Double-faced fabrics 
composed of two layers either 
woven or bonded together. 
Woven layers are held with 
tiny threads and are separ- 
able, Bonded layers are held 
together with adhesive. Some- 
times these layers can be 


are 


separated at edges, some- 
times not. 
Stitchery for the double- 


face, while not difficult, re- 
quires  out-of-the-ordinary 
techniques and a good bit of 
hand sewing, but this is more 
than compensated for since 
no--interfacings, facings or 
linings are needed 

To keep problems minimal, 


here are some things to 
know : 
Double-face is primarily 


suited to coats and easy- 
jacketed suits, Simple dresses 
can ‘be made but, remember, 
the fabric is bulky. 

Select only the simplest 
designs, the fewer pieces the 
better, Try to find a. pattern 
with the shape in the seam- 
ing, Darts can be made only 
if fabric is separable. Pat- 
terns with gathers, pleats, 
tucks and intricate detail are 
simply not suitable. If possi- 
ble, avoid collars and set in 
sleeves, these can be used 
satisfactorily on separate 
layered fabrics but better 
still, choose a design where 
the sleeve is cut in one with 
front and back or yoke and 
the neckline is collarless. 

No in-seam pockets oan be 
made. Welt pockets are pos- 
sible if backed on reverse 
side by a patch pocket. Patch 
pockets. are preferable. 

Bound buttonholes are not 
recommended. Work . button- 
holes by hand when garment 
is finished or use loops and 
buttons or snap fasteners. 


CUTTING: No special 
technique required. If either 
side of fabric is napped, cut 
all pieces in one direction. 
Allow 1” for construction 
seams. Allow 5%" at edges, 
lower edge of sleeves and 
hems. No other hem allow- 
ance is needed. 


MARKING: Mark with 
tailor’s tacks and lines of 
basting. Do not use tracing 
wheel and carbon. 


SEAMS: Require 
handling. Flat fell. 
sample. first. 


SEPARABLE- FABRIC: 
Separate the layers of one 
section to be joined by pulling 
apart from edger. Snip 
connecting threads if neces- 
sary, 

Pin under layer of separ- 
ated section to matching but 
unseparated stction, keep- 
ing sides of similar color

Stitch together on seam line. 


Trim seam in graduated 
layers. Press seam toward 
single layer. 

Turn in seam allowance on 


remaining single layer. Pin 
and slip-stitch over seam 
concealing stitching.

and %” to %” inside if 
desired. 


NON-SEPARABLE FAB- 
RIC: Strap seams, Join sec- 
tions with matching sides 
together. Trim seam to %” 
and press open. Cut bias strip 
1%” wide. Pin lengthwise 
centre of bias strip along 
seam, Turn in raw edges of 
bias and slip-stitech or edge- 
stitch in place covering seam 
allowance underneath. Or 
cover seam with braid. 


DARTS: Pull layers apart. 
Stitch dart on wrong side of 
each layer. Slash fold of dart, 
trim and press open. Baste 
together. 


FINISHING EDGES: Sep 
arate layers. Turn seam 
allowances inside towards 
each other, clipping curves. 
Baste. Slipstitch edges to- 
gether. Top-stitch along edge 
and %4" to %” inside (to 


match seams) if desired. 
Prepare patch pockets and 
outer collar edges the same 
way. 

Similarly prepare neck and 
armhole edges to insert col- 
lars and set-in ‘sleeves. Slip 
collar and sleevégs between 
separated layers before 
stitching.

ALBERTA‘S FIRST FULL-BLOODED INDIAN LAWYER 


This Red Man Is Rare—A Hell- Hee Moderate 


By DENNIS BELL 


CALGARY (CP) — William 
Ivan Clarke Wuttunee, first 
full-blooded Indian admitted 
to the Alberta Law Society, 
bas a penchant for mod suits, 
fast cars and fights he almost 
always loses, 


Mr. Wuttunee, one-time 
president of the now-defunct 
National Indian Council of 
Canada, is a rare commodity 
—a hell-raising moderate in 
en era of quietly understated 
militancy among the nation’s 
250,000 Indians 


A 42-year-old Cree from 
Saskatchewan's .poverty- 
atricken Red Pheasant re- 


serve, Mr. Wuttunee runs a 
highly successful law ‘practice 
from fashionable offices in the 
downtown Calgary Herald 
building, 

When he talks about Indians 
he invariably says “they” in- 


stead of ‘‘we."’ Perhaps this is 
because he is'a smashing suc- 
cess as a functional part of 
white society, something that 
few of Alberta’s 27,000 other 
Indians have in common with 
him. 

Mr, Wuttunmee hasn’t lived 
on a reserve for 27 years and 
speaks contemptuously of 
those who do. He has even 
less patience with contempo- 
rary Indian leaders, 


‘SUMP IN RIVER’ 

“Tell them to go to hell like 
I do,” Mr, Wuttunee advises 
whites faced with rising de- 
mands from leaders such as 
Harold Cardinal, an arch-en- 
emy who ig president of the 
Indian Association of Alberta. 

“They're all a headache. 


Tell them to go jump in the 
river, These leaders are ex- 
ploiting Indian people worse 
than anyone ever has,

are like a pack of* wolves 
feeding on the carrion of a by- 
gone age.” 


It was verbal cannonades 
such as this that earned the 
silver-haired solicitor the epi- 
thet “Uncle Tomahawk” and 
formal banishment from the 
Red Pheasant reserve this 
spring. The move was an- 
nounced by his nephew Gerald 
Wuttunee, who said: 


“He is a paid-off tool of the 
Alberta Establishment. It is 
hard for me to say this, but 


my.uncle has been bought 
out.”” 

When Mr. Wuttunee told re- 
porters. he wouki challenge 


the banishment by returning 
to the reserve, the Red Pheas- 
ant. band council ordered road 
blocks and increased police 
patrols 


Discretion proved to be the 
better part of valor and the 
band council decree went un- 
challenged. Mr. Wuttunee 
later partially recanted his 
hard line on Indian rights, but 
the ban is still in effect. 


Mr. Wuttunee is a strange 


blend of quasi-mystical Indian | 
beliefs and hard-headed white | 
business sense. A literate, ur- | 


bane man, he proudly boasts 
that his 14-year-old daughter 
Wanda lends money to her 
younger brothers and sisters 
and charges them interest. 


CUTS DASHING FIGURE 


He cuts a dashing figure in 
expensive bell-bottomed suits, 
gunning around Calgary in a 
cream-colored fastback sports 
ear. Endowed with strongly 
handsome Indian features, 
Mr. Wuttunee could well have 
stepped from the set of a typi- 
cally Hollywood remake of 
Geronimo. 


He credits his success in 
breaking out of the reserve 
poverty. cycle to his father, 
“who had the brains to leave 
the reserve with the family in 
1943, move to the city and get 
a job.” 

“I was raised in white soci- 
ety, we had no problems in in- 
tegrating into it. I finished

During this period Mr. Wut- 
tunee evolved into an outspo- 
ken advocate of Indian rights 
and a harsh critic of the fed- 
eral government's Indian pol- 
icy in a time when few others 
were speaking out. 

At one point he even dared 
attack the sacrosanct Calgary 
Stampede far “showing life 
among the Indians as it was 
in 1905 despite our many, cul- 
tural advances.” 


OUTLOOK OHANGED 

Indian leaders across the 
country, working to form the 
National Indian Council of 
Canada, took notice of the 
voice in the wilderness and 
tapped him to head the new 
organization. 


Half way through his term 
as NICC president Mr. Wuttu- 
nee’s outlook on the Indian 
problem changed. He crédited 
this to a conference he at- 
tended sponsored by the 
Moral Re-Armament move- 
ment, often linked to the polit- 
ical and philosophical far 
right. 

“After attending that con- 
ference I realized I had to 
overcome my bitterness. The 
National Indian Council had 
been formed to unite the Indi- 
ans in bitterness . . . we had 
decided to separate from the 
white man if necessary. 


“I apologized for 
my friends astray.”’ 


leading 


With the change in Mr, Wut- 
tunee’s outlook the fortunes of 
the NICC took a nosedive. The 
organization itself was an un- 
wieldly amalgam: of treaty In- 
dians, non-treaty Indians’ and 
Metis. All three groups had 
differing priorities and meth- 
ods. 


The other factor was 2a 


strikingly beautiful Mohawk 
fashion model named Kahn- 
Tineta Horn, leader of the 
militant faction of the NICC. 
Miss Horn’s battles with Mr, 
Wuttunee blew the organiza- 
tion: apart, 

Miss Horn called Mr. Wut- 
tunee a “traitor to his peo- 
ple.” Mr. Wuttunee responded 
by taking back her title of 
“National ‘Indian Princess;"’ 
as well as bouncing her off 
the NICC’s Indiam centennial 
committee, which was then 
drafting pavilion plans for 
Expo 67. 


RETREATED TO LAW 


By “the time Centennial 
Year rolled around the NICC 
was finished and Mr. Wuttu- 
nee retreated to Calgary and 
his law practice. 

A truce was arranged on.all 
fronts by the Indian-Eskimo 
Association. of Canada, a pre- 
dominantly white group. 
Those NICC leaders that were 
still talking to one another 
agreed to split into two sepa- 


rate bodies—the National In-

dian Brotherhood and the 
Metis Society of Canada. 

The militants, many of 
whom got their combat expe- 
rience in. the NICC, continued 
in the ascendancy but Mr. 
Wuttunee steered clear of the 
kinetic world of Indian poli- 
tics. 

He jumped: back into the 
fight in June, 1969, when In- 
dian’ Affairs Minister Jean 
Chretien issued his long- 
awaited. whitepaper on the 
native population. 


The white paper, damned 
virtually unanimously by In- 
dian leaders across the coun- 
try, ‘advocated dissolution ‘of 
the Indian affairs department 
in five years, surrendering of 
jurisdiction to the provinces 
and taxation of reserve lands. 


Mr. Wuttunee sided with 
Mr. Chretien and tore into the 
critics of the white paper with 
a slashing rhetoric that 
stunned and infuriated Indian 
leaders across the prairies, 
culminating in the Red Pheas- 
ant reserve ban,

The university will be able 
to accept about 1,600 more 
freshmen this year than in the 
1963-70 academic year. A re- 
cord total enrolment of 6,500 
is. expected, about 900 more 
than the last academic year. 

Dalhousie has the largest 
building program of any Nova 
Scotia university with 13 pro- 
jects worth $88 million either 
under construction or in the 
planning stage. 

NEW BRUNSWICK 

With the exception of Mount 
Allison University at Sack- 
ville, New Brunswick’s uni- 
versities will. show enrolment 
increases. Mount Allison has 
held its enrolment at 1,300 for 
years. 

About 650 will be accepted 
for first-year studies at the 
University of Moncton where 
enrolment is expected to 
climb to a record 1,755, up 
from 1,503 last year. At the 
University of New Brunswick, 
where administrators say not 
all applicants will be admitted 
to the faculty of their choice, 
enrolment will reach a record 
5,100, compared with 5,068 
last year. 


PRINCE EDWARD ISLAND 
Enrolment at the University 
of Prince Edward Island is 
expected to climb to 1,750 
from 1,556 last year. Like 
Memorial in Newfoundland, 
UPEI will accept students on 
the basis of results of final 
high school exams. In the 
past, only results of provincial 
examinations counted. 


Next year’s’ freshman class 
will drop to 900 because Eng- 
lish junior colleges are taking 
over the first two years of 
teaching from universities. 

Sir George Williams re 
ceived 4,800 first-year applica- 
tions but expects a total of 
1,200.. An admissions officer 
said “a large, large pereen- 
tage” of those applying will 
never complete their applica- 
tions because they will decide 
to go. to university. elsewhere 
or fail to meet the 60-per-cent 
average for entrance.

ONTARIO 

Most universities in Ontario 
expect a slight enrolment in- 
crease, but so far only the 
University of Waterloo has in- 
dicated it might limit enrol- 
ment in its art faculty.

Two B.C. universities are 
expecting enrolment decreases 
as a program of two-year 
colleges continues to grow. 

Anticipating decreases were 
the University of British Co- 
lumbia, which expects its en- 
rolment to dip to 20,648 from 
a record 20,767 last year, and 
Notre Dame University in Nel- 
son which expects 400 stu- 
dents compared with a high 
of 641 last year. 

Simon Fraser University in 
the Vancouver suburb of 
Burnaby expects enrolment to 
remain at about 5,500 while 
the University of Victoria an- 
ticipates a 500-student in- 
crease to 5,500.

But It Still Looks Grim

fell to an estimated 448,000 in August, down 70,000 
from July, but still 40 per cent higher than a year 
ago, it was officially reported today. 


The Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics and the manpower 
‘department said there were 
29,000 fewer employed per- 
sons. Although a reduction of 


employment also occurred last 
midsummer, there usually is 
an expansion of employment 
at this time of year. 

There was a sharp reduc- 
tion in the total labor force. It 
dropped to 8.72 million from 
8.82 in July. 

As a percentage of the total 
labor force, the number of 
unemployed fell last month to

On the seasonally-adjusted 
basis, unemployment in 
August was 6.7 per cent of the 
labor force, unchanged from 
July but the highest since 
early 1964, 

It was the second succes- 
sive month of decline in 
actual unemployment figures, 
while the seasonally-adjusted 
rate of unemployment rose 
from 6.1 per cent in June to 
6.7 in July, remaining there in 
August. 

For the first time, the 
report gave seasonally- 
adjusted unemployment rates 
for regions, These showed a 
drop to 8.5 per cent from 9.5

last month’s unemployment 
rate was sharply higher than 
3.7 per cent in August last 
year.

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Science Council 
Backs Short 
Takeoff Plane

YELLOWKNIFE, 
N.W.T. (CP) — The Sci- 
ence Council of Canada was 
putting finishing touches 
today on a proposal that 
Canada devote a major ef- 
fort to the design and con- 
struction of. a transporta- 
tion system based on short- 
takeoff - and- landing . air- 
craft and related naviga- 
tion and air traffic control. 

Dr. O. M. Solandt, council 
chairman, said the council, 
meeting here as part of an arc- 
tic tour, is just about decided on 
making such a recommendation | 
to the federal government. | 

He envisages ‘“‘a major pro- 
gram of research and develop- 
ment leading to production and 
use of a complete short take- 
off-and-landing aircraft and sys- 
tem.” 

The ‘proposal has been under 
study by the council’s transpor- 
tation committee which \ has 
placed a recommendation . be- 
fore the council that it be given 
backing in a report to the fed- 
eral government. 

Dr. Solandt said a complete 
STOL (short takeoff and land- 
ing) system including naviga- 
tional and air traffic control 
features ‘“‘would be a solution to 
the problem of transportation’ 
between cities such as Montreal 
and Toronto in high-density rib- 
bons of population. 


WOULD SUIT NORTH 


“Tt-also would produce an-air- 
craft particularly suitable for 
many of the problems -of the 
north and it seems to be a field 
specially suitable for Canadian 
expenditure.’” 


Council members ‘have been 
given first-hand evidence of the 
advantages of STOL aircraft 
during their northern tour which 
began last weekend. Many per- 
sons with whom they have come 
in contact have highly praised 
the Otter, a STOL plane, which 
one oil company officer told 
them earlier this week is begin- 
ning to revolutionize arctic 
transportation. 

Dr. Solandt said Canada has a 
technical lead over.other coun- 
tries in STOL aircraft such as 
the Otter. Not only would devel- 
opment of a STOL system bene- 
fit the north and solve the cen- 
tral Canada transportation 
problem but it held~promise of 
being a money-earner in export 
markets, 


The Otter is a de Havilland| 


aircraft product. Dr. Solandt is 
a former de Havilland vice- 
president of research. 


WILL SEEK COMMITTEE 

At sessions Wednesday, the 
science council decided to ask a 
special committee on the envi- 
ronment whether a new study 
needs to be launched in this 
area. 

The privy council office and 
the energy, mines and resources 
department have just completed 
several environmental studies 


and there have been reports the} 
government may ask parliament} 


to legislate into being an envi-| 
ronmental council. 

The science council commit- 
tee was asked to take a look at 
these studies and also to define 
the ‘term environment so that at 
its November session it can de- 
cide whether to make a major 
study. 

Dr. Solandt said he personally | 
believes “we should see if we| 
can evolve a better mechanism 
to co-ordinate the attack on en- 
vironmental problems." 

It was possible the science 
council could look more objec- 
tively than other studies at this 
question. 

Dr. Solandt said the organiza- 
tions involved in examination 
and preservation of the environ- 
ment must be better co-ordi-| 
nated and the import problems 
identified so that action.can be 
taken, 


PROBLEMS MANAGEABLE 

He maintained that most, if) 
not all, the erivironmental prob-| 
lems—are—manageable, What 
was needed was recognition that 
the decisions about the environ- 
ment will always involve com- 
promises, 

A perfect example was the 
miles of seismic lines cut across 
the Arctic by oil exploration 
crews which disturb the insula- 
tion above the permafrost, grad- 
ually creating deep gullies that 
among other things, effect 
movement of wildlife. 


Dr. Solandt said that these 


lines have been cut indiscrimi- 
nately but, with proper ‘organi- 
zation, not nearly so many need 
bé done to find promising’ oil 
deposits. 

In considering its own envi- 
ronmental study, the council 
was aware of a need for consid- 
erable contributfén from social 
scientists since environmental 
problems, especially in the cit- 
jes, were essentially sociologi- 
cal, 

He said he believes social sci- 
entists would be ready to partic- 
ipate with the science council 
which is predominantly com- 
posed of men trained in the nat- 
ural sciences.

Angry, Frustrated 


Nursing home operators reacted today with 
anger and frustration to an announcement by Re- 
habilitation Minister Phil Gaglardi that they will be 
forced to accept welfare patients. 


Gaglardi said acceptance of welfare patients 
would become a condition of licencing of private 
hospitals. He was addressing a seminar on welfare at 
the annual convention of the B.C. Union of Municipal- 


ities at Penticton. 


Neil de Macedo, a director 
of the B.C. -AsSociation of 
Private Hospitals, called the 
announcement “another one 
of the government’s antics." 


“It amounts to dictating to 
private enterprise,” de 
Macedo said, “something that 
could be expected in some 
-other country, like Russia.” 


De Macedo, operator of 
Aberdeen Private Hospital on 


Hillside, said he was certain 
all nursing homes would be 
willing to accept welfare 
patients if the province would 
pay the home's normal rate, 
about $11 a day. 

This compares with a per 
diem patient cost of $58 at 
public hospitals, 

The government now offers 
$9.25 per day to private 
hospitals which will accept 
welfare patients. 


Half of Patients on Welfare 


“The government could 
save more than $40 per 
patient per day for the 
taxpayers, but they won't,” 
de Macedo said. “They con 
sider us (nursing home opera- 
tors) money-grabbing oppor- 
tunists."” 

Most private hospitals now 
have as many as half of their 
patients on welfare. 


Some homes won't accept 
patients already on. welfare, 
but if the patients are forced. 
to join the welfare rolls while 
they are in the home, “we 
don’t kick them out,” said 
Edna Vinden of “Glengarry 
Private Hospital. 

Of 75 patients at Glengarry 
28 now are on welfare. 

Jon Parker of Glenwarren 
Private Hospital said the 
government action “goes 
against the concept of private 
enterprise.”’ 

He said firms like his would 
be forced to close or take 
court action to protect their 
livelihoods. 

In Vancouver, Lora 
Shields, an executive of -the 
Association of Private Hospi- 
tals, called the Gaglardi plan 
“simply ridiculous.”* 

“The government wouldn’t 
walk into the Empress Hotel 
and tell them whom they 
could accept as guests,”” Mrs, 
Shields said. 

She noted that other prov- 
inces take a ‘‘more realistic’ 
view of subsidies for welfare 
patients. The Ontario rate is 
$12 per day. 


Gaglardi said regulations 
governing acceptance of 
welfare patients would be 
proclaimed by next Thursday. 

He also rapped municipal 
welfare administrators for the 
“looseness” of their adminis- 
tration in distributing welfare 
cheques too liberally. 

He rejected a suggestion by 
Victoria Mayor Courtney 
Haddock that increased funds 
for welfare use be raised by

DOUBLE FACE 


All over Europe and 
America the fashion wise are 
talking about “‘double-face."” 
The wild enthusiasm is for 
the marvelous two-layered 
fabrics with two right sides, 
no wrong side. Each side is 
distinctly different from its 
counterpart by way of color, 
texture or design and turn- 
about is fair play, because 
this fabric begs to be made 
reversible. 


Double-faced fabrics are 
composed of two layers either 
woven or bonded together. 
Woven layers are held with 
tiny threads and are separ- 
able. Bonded layers are held 
together with adhesive. Some- 
times these layers can be 
Separated at edges, some- 
times not. 

Stitchery for the double- 
face, while not difficult, re- 
quires out-of-the-ordinary 
techniques and a good bit of 
hand sewing, but this-is more 
than compensated for since 
no interfacings, facings or 
linings are-needed. 


To keep problems minimal, 


here are some things to 
know; 
Double-face is primarily 


suited to coats and easy- 
jacketed suits, Simple dresses 
can be made but, remember, 
the fabric js bulky. 

Setect only the simplest 
designs, the fewer pieces the 
better, Try to find a pattern 
with the shape in- the seam- 
ing. Darts can be made only 
if fabric is separable. Pat- 
terns with gathers, pleats, 
tucks and intricate detail are 
simply not suitable. If possi- 
ble, avoid collars and set in 
sleeyes, these can be used 
satisfactorily on separate 
layered fabrics but better 
still, choose a design where 
the sleeve is cut in one with 
front and back or yoke and 
the neckline is collarless.
